Sholzberg proposes

Sharon Sholzberg said last night that a good possibility 
exists for individual membership in UGEQ for v/illing McGill 
students. 



She clarified this statement by 
saying that the students who 
voted in favour of retaining mem- 
bership In UGEQ would have to 
form a body powerful enough to 
assert itself. 

'Denis Charbbnncau, UGEQ 
Vice-President said however that 
"the idea of individual member- 
ship had been discussed," but 
that the UGEQ executive "has 
no specific policy'on it." 

After tallcing to Robert Nelson, 
President of UGEQ, Miss Sholz- 
berg said that they were in agree- 
ment that McGill would probably 
one day join UGEQ and that a 
meeting would be held next wcclc 
to discuss future co-operation. 

Charbonneau added that he 
hoped that McGill and UGEQ 
would continue to woric towards 
the same goals. 

Miss Sholzberg said that (he 
people who are members of UG- 
EQ today win one day be the 
leaders of Quebec and that they

"would certainly have a bad taste 
in their mouths" as a result of 
McGtll's negative vote. 

She said that it would be diffi- 
cult for a McGlll student to get a 
provincial grant 20 years from 
now. 

She felt that many students, 
"particularly in first to third 
year Arts and Science", were 
greatly influenced by the state- 
ment made, by Michel Pelletier, 
President of the Students' Socie- 
ty of the University of Montreal, 
earlier this weclc. "Most of the 
students in the professional fa- 
culties had made their minds up 
previously," she said. 

She attributed the lack 'of sup* 
port for the referendum to the 
fact ■ that many McGill students 
feel that the problems of Quebec 
do not concern them because they 
are planning to leave the prov- 
ince after graduation. 

She said, "We must walce up to

The final vote was 2,693 or 
56.3% against, and 2,254 or 
43.7% for. 156 votes were invalid- 
ated. . 

The first referendum, held on 
December 1 of last year was in- 
validated by the Students' Coun- 
cil because of election irregular- 
ities. The results then were 2,859 
against and 2,548 for. 

Althoug the issue was not de- 
bated as heatedly as before the 
first ballot, there was no appre- 
ciable decline in the total num- 
ber of voters. 

In yesterday's vote all polls but 
two came out against joining the 
Quebec union. One was in Nurs- 
ing, Divinity and Education; tlic 
other in Arts and Science. 

The strongest anti-UGEQ vote 
was returned by a poll for Med- 
icine, Physical and Occupational 
Therapy and Dentistry. There 
were 386 against with 83 for. 

Commenting oh the results. 
Students' Society President Sha- 
ron Sholzberg said, "The question 
of membership in UGEQ will 
never be over until wc arc mem- 
bers of UGEQ."

jcct of certain social or political 
options. 

This type of . attitude toward 
Englbh-Canadian university . pa- 
ipgre was doubtless justifiable 
'some time ago. It is no longer 
justifiable today. 

Reading certain newspapers 
such as' the McGill Dally, or the 
Ubyssey, (Vancouver), will suf- 
fice to show that our Anglo-Saxon 
neighbours hesitate to get in- 
volved much less than do several 
Quebec student newspapers. 

The recent Canadian University 
Press congress held In Calgary, 
Alberta, last December 27-30, is 
also very significant of this "lean- 
ing toward the left" shown by the 
majority, of the English student 
press. Certain facts observed at 
this congress suffice to convince 
us of this. 

Thus, we asked the newspaper 
of Mc.Masler University (Hamil- 
ton) to retract their summary 
of the aims and functions of stu- 
dent papers. The answer submit- 
ted by the newspaper in question 
.began as follows : 

"The prlmar}' aim of a student 



newspaper is the communication 
of campus news." . . . The answer 
also recognized the fact that the 
paper had to act as the guide of 
public opinion, but this was only 
a secondary purpose. 

In assembly, this too-narrow 
definition of the aims of a news- 
paper was rejected. And the task 
of redefining the goals of a news- 
paper, conceived as an agent of 
social change, was given to, the, 
Ubyssey, one of the most commit- 
ted members of the English stu- 
dent press. 

As well, a proposition was dis- 
cussed at the CUP congress : that ; 
the CUP News Service assign 
more importance to sport events; 
and that there be less emphasis 
on information and commentaries 
relayed by the Canadian Union 
of Students and l'Union Générale 
des Etudiants du Québec. This re- 
solution was unanimously re- 
jected ..." 

Acceptance of it would have 
constituted a step backwards. Tiie 
News Service of CUP gives more 
and more Importance to student

Dear Sir, 

Tlie ^editorial page of Jan. 
aath'i 'Dally' was covered by 
an article expounding the mean- 
Jitg of 'national union' In refe- 
rence to UGEQ. I was so pleas- 
antly surprised by the' sanity 
and stylistic restraint of the 
article compared to some of the 
bad taste which has been show- 
ered on us lately, that it took 
me five minutes to discover the 
flaw In the reasoning. 

The whole article assumes 
that there is such a thing as 
beneficent nationalism'. Nation- 
aliiitn/^as I see it, is man's child- 
hood disease on tlie road to In. 
dividuality. It is much simpler 
to identify with a group than 
to stand on one's own two feet. 
There is safety in numbers, and 
since time began, man has allied 
himself to some ° groiip with 
whom he had a common de- 
nominator such as language, 
economic lntere£ts, territàrlal 
interests, religion, race, etc. To 
thini: in terms of humanity in- 
stead of one's own petty, pre- 
indices or aspirations has always 
been tinpopular. I will admit 
without argument that national- 
ism Is a reality, but then, so 
were the bubonic plague and 
smallpox during the infancy of 
medical science, and giveh'that 
state of affairs, you are qiiite 
right in arguing that it is better 
to have a mild than a fatal case 
of . these diseases. But what 
rhakes it desirable to have them 
at all in this day and age, I fail 
to see. 



Are you seriously suggesting 
that it is preferable to ally our- 
selves with narrower and nar- 
rower spheres of interest instead 
of constantly widening our per- 
spective? .In the name of that 
Intélllge'nee tiiat we as universi- 
ty students are supposed to- 
possess, take a good look at na- 
tionalism and what it Implies. 
Quebec is a very small commu- 
nity among many bigger oi\es, 
but surely we ' wish to unite 
humanity and not split it into 
smaller and smaller segments. 
Intelligence, knowledge, scienti- 
fic progress, art, etc., are only 
incidentally national in charac-: 
ter. The individual human being ' 
contributes his ' best, and: it la 
mankind's shame that the larg- 
est framework we have as yet- 
provided for the creative minds 
. is only the national group. But 
armies move and kill, -one set 
. of interests Is promoted at the 
expense of another, and. some 
people starve or die, all in the 
name of nationalism. Machiavelll 
stated the conditions of RAISON 
D'EmAT^enturies ago and was 
coni3dereSra?arch.viUaln for 
dismissing individual humanity 
for the sake of an institution 
that, though man-made, was in- 
human. Are we really so inferior 
that we must create an exclu- 
sive little society to exprès» our- 

aspirations? Why not divide into 
city-states or tribes, all with the 
rationale that these express the 

particular spirit and iispirations 

of our particular groups better? 

This letter, if it is printed, 
will go to press after the. refe- 
rendum, for which I am thank- 
ful. I do not wish to influence 
anyone's vote. But before speak- 
ing of beneficent nationalism, 
I would like you to consider that 
Shakespeare wrote in the name 



of art, Einstein worked and dis- 
coveredJ[n^the name of science, 
and Socrates^'spoke in the name 
of wisdom; but Napoleon, Bis- 
marck, Hitler, Stalin, Mussolini, 
and Churchill acted in the name 
of nationalism or a particular 
society.

Democracy and not Com- 
munism (as some will very 
much like) is the order of the 
day in Nigeria, and this will 
continue to be. In this I am 
confident indeed. 

We in Nigeria have not paid 
greater price than the Yankees 
did a few years ago, when their 
President was murdered in cold 
blood; nor is our situation 
worse than some past political - 
scenes in Canada. This projec- 
tion of "holier than thou" so 
popular in these parts of the 
world is, to say the least, nau-- 
seating and of course, hypocri- 
tical. A final word to you and 
yours — please get this clear 
that Nigerians are' no icono- 
' clastsl 

I hope. Sir, that you will be 
good enough and kind.. enough 
to publish this letter since you 
have suppressed three of' my 
letters so far — one a letter 
from the British Prime Minis- 
ter, on the Rhodeslan issue. A 
similar letter from the Presi- 
dent of Tanzania, and lastly an 
open letter to a Professor of 
Sociology, whose panelist was 
reported to have painted a very 
false picture of the Nigerian 
situation.

syndicalist news^ , at the same 
time, the number of pages de- 
voted to sports and social events 
Is diminishing. ■ 

But it is in the area of the 

worker that an observer can most 
feel the transformation that is 
being undergone by the English 
■ student press. With the very "eth- 
ical" style which characterizes 
the Anglo-Saxon mentality, the 
student journalists have under- 
lined the problems of syndicalism 
in their milieu, and have given 
these problems priority. 

In. short, the traditional Image 
of the English-Canadian student 

press is completely at variance 
with the reality of 1066. Certain- 
ly, however, this is not true of 
all the papers to the same extent; 
thry are still far from commit- 
ting themselves, as does the Mc- 
cm Diily, which has declared it- 
self in favour of French unllln- 
cualism in Quebec. 

Rut it must be honestly recog- 
nized that their centres of inte- 
rest have changed. They are more 
concerned with educational, so- 
cial and political problems.
